6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money sufficient to get State aid on maintenance of 
trunk line road. 

7. To see what action the Town will take regarding 
raising and appropriating money for a new bridge at 
Baker Pond Brook, so called, and take any vote relating 
thereto. 

8. To see if the Town, will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money for street lights or take any action in regard 
‘o the balance of street light money remaining in treasury 
from 1920 appropriation. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to hire money if necessary. e 

10. To vote on the amendments to the Constitution 
recommended by the Constitutional Convention. 

11. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


Lo the Wentworth School Board: 

It gaves me pleasure to submit the following brief re- 
port for the past year, for while everything that I would 
like to have done in the schools has not been done I feei 
that the year has been one of progress. 

Standard Mental Tests have been given this year to 
nearly all of the children in school and the results, while 
not what I would like to have them are not discouraging, 
The average scores for each grade falls somewhat below 
the average determined for the grade by tests on city 
children of these grades, but in no ease is the average score 
cown to that determined for the preceeding grade. The 
results are better than could reasonably be expected when 
it is remembered that until last year Wentworth children 
had less than 30 weeks of school per year while the ehil- 
dren of the city schools had 40 weeks per year. The aver- 
age age of the Wentworth children is higher than that of 
the city children tested and this probably accounts in 
some degree for the scores by grades being as high as they 
are. I also believe it safe to say that the natural ability 
of the children is higher than that of the city children, 
owing to the large foreign population of the cities. During 
the balance of the year I am to give Standard Tests in 
spelling, handwriting, silent reading, and arithmetic. By 
this means I hope to eliminate haphazard judgment of 
progress, ind find out how our children and schools com- 
pare with others. | 

Medical inspection seems to have produced some results: 
a number of children having had physical defects reme- 
died because of the notices sent. to: parents by the physi- 
cian. The chief defects remedied were the defects of the 
teeth and eyes. Much more could be accomplished if we 
could have a nurse 'to do follow up work of visiting parents 
of children with physical defects and discussing the cases 
with them. I believe this could be done next year at not 
Inuch extra expense. 

The school buildings are all in condition to meet the re- 
qiurements of the state board. Changes in lighting, seat- 


>! 
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ing, color of walls and ceilings, and in toilet arrangements 


have made the school rooms much more satisfactory and 
hygienic. 

The teachers this year are giving good Sah arate Most 
of them are experienced teachers and those with little or 
no experience are doing good work. The matter of wages 
for next year is uncertain. There still seems to be a short- . 
age of teachers and with the standard of requirements for 
teachers constantly being raised I do not anticipate any 
lower wages at present. 

I wish to thank teachers,-school board, and citizens for 
their support and co-operation. |
